Only  through  under¬ 
standing  can  we  accomplish  a  just  and  lasting  peace,  and  only  then  can 
we  accomplish  our  purpose  for  living — service  to  mankind.  We,  the  stu¬ 
dents,  will  decide  the  fate  of  the  world,  for  we  are  the  leaders  of  to¬ 


morrow.
